PLENTY OF LABOR. 


Work On the Race Track Will 
Commence This Week. 


THE $5 0,000.00 LIBRARY. 


Ground Broteen Today for the Poiter 
Beal Estate Company ’s New 
$ 15 ,0 0 0 Bnildingr. 


Today there was shipped from 
Peoria, 111 ., to Sedalia an up-to- 
date grader that is to be used by 
Nfessrs. Menefee & Heck in the 
construction of the one mile race 
course at the State Fair grounds. 
Mr. Menefee stated this fore­ 
noon that he ex pected the graders 
to reach here in time to break 
ground the latter part of the week, 
and certainly not later than Mon­ 
day of nex t week. 
Fiv e men and sev en teams will 
be required to operate the grader, 
with which it is ex pected to re­ 
mov e from 8 oo to i,ooo y ards of 
dirt each day , and there may be a 
total of from 6 5 ,000 to 
y ards to handle. 
In addition, sev en teams and 
likely ten men will be utilized in 
remov ing the dirt turned up by the 
grader, and it will also be neces­ 
sary to hav e a stable boss, water 
man and a couple of cooks, mak­ 
ing a total of from twenty to 
twenty -fiv e men, who will camp 
on the grounds. 
Ground will be broken on the 
west side of the track, on what is 
known as the scoring or home 
stretch. 
The track will be con­ 
structed entire, after which the 
hill will be scaled down to the 
proper grade. 
Messrs. Menefee & Heck will to­ 
morrow begin the work of drilling 
a well on the ground, for the use 
of the camp, and hope to strike a 
good flow of water at from too to 
15 0 feet, although it is possible 
they may hav e to go deeper. 
The 
intention is to hav e the well ready 
for use one week from tomorrow, 
pfQv ided no unforseen complica­ 
tions arise.

Hurley & Co., of Sedalia, will 
submit a bid, but it is not known 
positiv ely that there will be any 
ether home bidder. 
J , A. Daly , of Nev ada, who 
constructed the M., K. & T. shops, 
and Theodore Lacoff, of Nev ada, 
wha erected the 
Sedalia High 
school building, will also submit 
bids, as will, it is known, two or 
three St. Louis contractors, and 
possibly there may be others 


If the contract is awarded on the 
i6 th, as hoped for, ground ought 
to be broken a week or ten day s 
later, and the building got well 
under way before cold weather 
sets in. 
The contractor will hav e to giv e a 
bond, of course, and, as some one of 
the surety companies will likely be 
offered, nearly a week may elapse 
before this preliminary is satisfac­ 
torily arranged. 
In the meantime, the contractor 
will place his order for material, 
and pending its arriv al the ex ca­ 
v ating will be finished and work 
on the foundation got well under 
way . 
As to who will superintend the 
work, nothing can be known un­ 
til the contract is awarded.

wou ld seem impossible to legally 
issu e and sell new bonds of the city 
of Sedalia, u nless it can be made 
to appear that the city has the iiu - 
tliofiiy to refu nd all or pirt of its 
present indebtedness by the issu ing 
of refu nding bonds. 
My attention is called to the pro­ 
v isions- in the rev ised statu tes of 
1899 on the su bject of fu nding the 
indebtedness of cities of the third 
class, as contained in section 5 S20 
and section 5 15 7 of the general 
statu tes. Inasmu ch as section 5 8 20 
is fou nd in tlie statu tes gov erning 
cities ot the third class, while sec­ 
tion 51 ^7 is fou nd in the chapter 
relating to bonds, etc., it w’ou ld 
seem that section 5 8 20 embodies 
the law which gov erns the city 
cou ncil and may or in their action 
in case the said statu te is v alid and 
not in conllict with the constitu ­ 
tion of Missou ri. 
Under section 
5 8 20 tbe issu ing of renewal bonds 
may be au thorized by the city 
cou ncil withou t su bmitting any 
proposition to be v oted on at a spe­ 
cial election. Su ch bonds shall not 
ru n for a longer time than ten 
y ears, 
and 
shall not bear any 
greater rate of interest than did 
the original bonds; bu t it is open 
to grav e dou bt whether the city 
has the power or legal au thority to 
renew or fu nd the ou tstanding cu r­ 
rent rev enu e bonds of the city . 
Certainly the city has an amou nt 
of ou tstanding indebtedness con­ 
siderably in ex cess of the amou nt 
legally warranted by law. 
If cu r­ 
rent rev enu e bonds can be issu ed 
each y ear, and those bonds when 
u npaid can then be fu nded—re­ 
gardless of the amou nt of ou tsDind- 
ing indebtedness preceding thern— 
then a legal method of defeating 
the constitu tional limitations has 
been prov ided and fou nd av aila­ 
ble, and each y ear hereafter the 
city of Sedalia cou ld become more 
heav ily indebted— more than was 
contemplated by the framers of the 
Missou ri constitu tion. 
I am so dou btfu l of the au thority 
and power of the city in this mat­ 
ter, and la m so impressed with the 


I 
tu red and in defau lt, might con­ 
sider fav orably tlie plan of accept- 
incjf new bonds issu ed as renewal or 
fu nding bonds in lieu of the bonds 
they now hold. 
A proper ex pla­ 
nation of the hitu ation wou ld per­ 
haps lead them to decide in fav or 
of accepting new bonds for a defi­ 
nite period at a low r tie of inter­ 
est in place of the bonds they now 
hold. 
Especially cou ld they be 
u rged to do so if they learned that 
the bonds they now hold are of 
dou btfu l legality and that pay ­ 
ment thereof cou ld probably not be 
enforced. 
These su ggestions are 
thrown ou t for consideration with 
the v iew to hav ing a priv ate ex ­ 
change of u piniou and perhaps an 
inv estigation of the matter along 
su ch lines as are indicated. 
On 
the other hand, it is possible that 
the liolders of su ch bonds might be 
indu ced to accept some reasonable 
rate of interest that 
wou ld 
be 
agreed u pon, and to hold the pres­ 
ent ou tstanding bonds iinlil su ch 
time as will enable the city to im­ 
prov e its financial condition su f­ 
ficiently to tak e u p and pay the 
bonds now matu red and in defau lt. 
Abov e ail other considerations, 
it seems that great care shou ld be 
tak en to av oid adv ertising abroad 
the financial straits and difficu lties 
of this city .

W a s h i n g t o n . Aug ust 7 .—The 
first g reat battle between the in ­ 
vadin g allies an d the Chin ese has 
been foug ht. 
It occurred Sun day. 
The scen e was 
Peitsan g , twelve 
miles from Tien Tsin , on the road 
to Pek in . 
Twelve hun dred of the 
in tern ation als wen t down before 
Chin ese shot an d shell, an d later 
reports may swell this n umber. 
There is n o doubt that American s 
were in the fig ht, but it is n ot 
k n own yet to what exten t each par­ 
ticular force suffered. 
It was 
a 
victory for the powers, thoug h 
dearly boug ht. 
The n ative army 
is reported retreatin g . 
No doubt 
it is fallin g back to an even stron g - 
er position . 
News of the fig ht was received 
at the n avy departmen t yesterday 
from two sources. 
The first in ­ 
tellig en ce was broug ht in a cable 
messag e from Comman der Taussig , 
of the g un boat York town , which 
is used as a dispatch craft between 
Tak u an d Che-Foo.

either dispatch. 
Departmen t offi­ 
cials state that n either officer would 
have cabled his messag e if there 
was the slig htest doubt reg ardin g 
the reliability of its source. 
It is 
accepted as true that a big battle 
has tak en place, an d that the allies 
paid heavily for their victory. 
Nothin g was received from Gen . 
Chaffee, an d this silen ce in dicates 
that he is at the fron t with his 
troops. 
While n o 
referen ce 
is 
made to the American s in the dis­ 
patches received, represen tatives of 
Un cle Sam are with the advan ce. 
No doubt upon this score is felt at 
the war departmen t. 
American 
blood min g led with that of other 
n ation s in the in itial clash of the 
campaig n to the Chin ese capital. 
It is k n own that Chaffee sen t hi# 
men to the fron t the momen t of 
his arrival, an d4t is g en erally be­ 
lieved that at least a portion , or 
possibly the whole of the 1,600 
American s reported to be with the 
advan ce column s were en g ag ed. 
A rm y officers here say that the 
fig ht must have been very fierce to 
have resulted in so heavy losses to 
the in tern ation als, but the loss sus­ 
tain ed by the in vaders, it is believ­ 
ed, was small compared with that 
of the defen ders.
